£800,000 haul as car-parts thieves target industrial estate 


CAR FIRMS 
FIGHT BACK 


By Samantha McGregor 


CRIMINAL gangs have stolen 
£800,000 of goods from a Banbury 
industrial estate over the past year. 

Thorpe Way Industrial Estate was targeted 
37 times last year by thieves. They stole cars 
and parts, including £13,600 worth of 
catalytic converters. 

Police cannot say if the Banbury estate is 
the worst hit in the county. 

Officers believe criminals are using back 
roads from Overthorpe to target vehicle hire 
firms and garages that are based on the 
estate. 

Now businesses are fighting back and 
have launched a string of initiatives. 

Firms will jointly fund an automatic 
number plate recognition system - to cover 
the road into the estate - costing £35,000. 

Police and firms have set up a business 
watch scheme and installed new signs 
warning potential thieves that cars have 
been marked with a permanent, unique 
serial number. 

Sergeant Katrina Hibbert said: "From 
March 2011 to February 2012 there have 
been 37 offences targetting vehicle hire 
companies and garages for vehicle parts. 

"Essentially this has run to £800,000 
worth of loss to businesses. 

"We have visited every single company 
and given specific crime reduction advice." 

Another problem facing motorists and 
businesses is the theft of catalytic converters 
- for the precious metal they contain. 


Sgt Hibbert said: "It's something criminal 
gangs across the UK recognise. They get 
£100 each for little work. They can have 
these things off in minutes. 

"They are coming into the compound and 
taking eight off at a time, that's £800. 

"It really is a national problem and it's 
increasing at an horrific rate. 

"Previously there was no way you could 
identify where it came from or if it was 
stolen. 

"But because these people are going in 
and targeting catalytic converters, we have 
been working with companies to get them 
to mark them." 

A permanent serial number is put on to 


the catalytic converter and linked to a 
national database. A sticker saying the part 
has been marked is put on the car window 
to deter thieves. 

Sgt Hibbert said: "It allows us to be able 
to identify where these catalytic converters 
come from and if they are stolen property. 
That makes it far less attractive to criminals. 

"In terms of inconvenience to people and 
costs involved in having your catalytic 
converter stolen, it completely disables the 
vehicle and costs about £800 to replace." 

Just Car Clinic will open its doors on June 
2, between 10am and 4pm, and is offering 
to mark people's catalytic converters free of 
charge.

FOLLOWING last Thursday's district council elections, 
Cherwell's leader Barry Wood said he was more 
concerned about the number of votes cast for UKIP 
than the challenge from the two Independents 
opposing Bicester's eco-town. 

UKIP's David Fairweather, won 100 votes at Caversfield; 
Barbara Fairweather, gained 105 in Bicester North, and 
Darren Cain, picked up 83 votes in Bicester South. 

Meanwhile, both the anti-eco-town Independents, Colin 
Cockshaw and Tony Walton, standing in Bicester North and 
Caversfield, came second in their wards, getting 298 and 127 
votes respectively. 

Mr Cockshaw, who lost out to sitting Conservative 

councillor Nicholas Mawer by 156 
votes, said: "It is a step along the 
way as far as we are concerned. 
This is not the end of our 
campaign." 

But Mr Wood said he did not see 
the Independent candidates as a 
threat. 

He said: "I don't think single¬ 
issue candidates really do well in 
local government elections. 

"I was more surprised by how 
many votes UKIP got and I think 
the Conservatives need to up their game." 

His comment came after residents elected two new Labour 
candidates, reducing the Conservative dominance on the 
district council. The Tories now have 41 out of the 50 seats. 

On the loss of two seats, Mr Wood said: "Naturally I'm 
disappointed to lose two valued colleagues but, compared to 
the national picture, I think the Conservatives have done very 
well." 

In Banbury, Labour's Surinder Dhesi won the Banbury 
Neithrop seat and fellow Labour candidate Sean Woodcock 
took the Banbury Ruscote seat. 

Ms Dhesi, who was a district councillor in Banbury 
Neithrop for 16 years before she lost her seat in 2008, was 


jubilant to regain the ward by a majority of 276. She said: 
"I'm feeling great. I will be focusing on Dial A Ride and 
working hard to see if I can get that reinstated." 

She also plans to campaign for free parking in the town. 
Labour's Banbury Constituency chairman Terry Davis said: 

"I am very pleased with the result. 

"We targeted two wards in Banbury and won both of them. 
"On top of that we came very close in several other 
wards." 

Overall turnout for the Cherwell election was 26.5 per 
cent.

■ Cost of urging people to avoid the town centre route 

Council to spend £1.5m 
to redirect local drivers

ABOUT £1.5m is to be spent in a bid to get 
drivers to use Banbury's controversial inner 
relief road. 

Oxfordshire County Council could use the cash to 
change lane markings and improve signage to try to 
change town centre traffic flows. 

The A4260 relief road was built in the 1990s and 
turns off Oxford Road, near Horton General Hospital, 
into Upper Windsor Street, and Hennef Way. 

But many drivers have not used the road, as it hits 
three sets of traffic lights. Instead, they go through the 
town, via South Bar Street and Horsefair. 

Banbury Easington county councillor Kieron 
Mai Ion said: "We are trying to encourage drivers to 
avoid Banbury town centre." 

No decisions have been made on how the cash - 
from a pot of developer contributions - will be spent, 
he said. 

But extra signage and changing the road layouts at 
Junctions are among options being considered, the 
Conservative added. The council is also considering a 
roundabout at the relief road's crossroads at Bridge 
Street. 

Yet Mr Mallon said the best solution was a long- 
mooted plan for a "south east relief road" around the 
east of town, from Hennef Way to Bloxham Road. 


This is backed in the council's long-term transport 
strategy, which says the A4260 should until then be 
the "primary north-south route". 

Tom Blinkhorn, who runs TV and hi-fi shop 
Blinkhorns in South Bar Street, questioned whether 
drivers could be discouraged from the town centre. 

He said: "That is what the inner relief road is there 
for, but that is what it has never achieved. It won't 
work and people will come through town again." 

Mr Blinkhorn, who has run the shop for 25 years, 
said he was put off by the lights, adding: "I Just avoid 
it. It is not in the right place." 

Roger McLaren, who runs The Baytree cafe in 
White Lion Walk, said: "Most people will still use the 
route they know. It might stop a bit of congestion at 
Horsefair." 

Banbury Civic Society chairman Rob Kinchin- 
Smith said: "Having an increasingly busy inner relief 
road can't be good for the town. 

"No town will benefit from having a dual carriage¬ 
way through the middle of them." He backed calls for 
the south east relief road instead. 

A council spokesman said: "Oxfordshire County 
Council is currently investigating ways of improving 
traffic flows along the north-south axis through 
Banbury." 

He said planning was in the " early stages" and no 
"firm proposals" had been drawn up or funding con¬ 
firmed.

Plea for free parking

BANBURY traders have renewed their 
calls for free parking after a controversial 
out-of-town retail development was 
approved. 

More than 300 shoppers' signatures have 
been collected to urge Cherwell District 
Council to waive the fees for the first three 
hours in its 22 car parks. 

They fear approved plans for a retail park on 
the site of the Prodrive HQ by Junction 11 of 
the M40, which includes free parking, will suck 
trade from the town. 

The council has pledged to look into free 
schemes at places like Market Place and 
Spiceball - but warned of a lack of cash. 

Barry Whitehouse, owner of craft shop The 
Artery in Church Lane, said: "The Prodrive 
scheme will bring more people to the area. 

"However, if they offer free parking, we need 
to have a level playing field." 


He pointed to free parking run by 
neighbouring South Northamptonshire and 
West Oxfordshire district councils. 

Chris Chandler, who runs Chandler's coffee 
shop, also in Church Lane, said: "All of our 
customers seem to think it is a good idea. 

"We have had customers suddenly rush off 
just because their parking ticket was running 
out." 

Some traders also fear the impact of plans for 
another retail park, at Kraft Foods in Southam 
Road, which would include a supermarket. 

If approved, drivers coming from the M40's 
Junction 11 would pass three retail parks, all 
with free parking, on the way to town. 

Alan Wolstencroft, who runs Fashion Fabrics 
in Parsons Street, said: "The general feeling is 
we need some free parking to try to redeem the 
situation." 

Deputy council leader George Reynolds said 
the council was re-examining free parking but 
warned it would be hard to fund. 

He said: "If we find we can afford half-a- 
million a year we might consider free parking." 


Banbury car park takings were £1,004,590 in 
the 12 months from April 2011, when hourly 
fees went up by 10p. 

Some £824,287 was collected in the 
previous 12 months but Mr Reynolds said this 
cash was vital for balancing the council's 
budget. 

He said: "Either we put £20-a-head on the 
council tax or we cut services." 

With the council obliged by law to provide 
services like waste collection, major cuts could 
only be in "recreational" services, he said. 

Mr Reynolds said: "Do we close all the sports 
centres?" 

He said: "The real problem with trade I 
suspect is the general problem that no-one has 
as much money as they did three years ago." 

Prodrive will move to the former Hella 
lighting factory and make way for the Acorn 
Way development, which includes a Marks & 
Spencer and Next. 

Traders have also now merged The Old Town 
Association and Banbury Cross Traders groups 
in a bid to lobby more effectively.

Battling the bilking 


By Sam McGregor 


POLICE are pumping thousands 
of pounds into an initiative to 
combat a massive increase in 
petrol thefts. 

Figures show that in Cherwell alone 
the number of people filling up their 
car and driving off without paying has 
shot up by 246 per cent. 

In the six months between March 
and September 2011 there were 79 
incidents, compared with 32 in the 
same period in 2010. In many cases 
stolen number plates were used to 
mask the thieves' getaway. 

Now, thanks to a £10,896 grant 
from the Government's Community 
Action Against Crime Innovation 
Fund, awarded to the Cherwell Crime 
Partnership, police have launched 
"Forecourt Watch" to tackle the 
problem head-on. 

So far, 22 garages in the district 
have signed to the scheme, which 
works on a similar basis to "Shop 
Watch". 

Descriptions of the thieves and 
their cars will be passed to police and 
other garages via a radio system. 

It means they can report an 
incident as it happens and warn other 
garages of the suspicious vehicles. 

Inspector Neville Clayton said: "The 
continual rise in fuel prices is

responsible for an increase in the 
number of fuel thefts. 

"Between March and September 
last year, there was a 246 per cent rise 
in the number of petrol drive-offs in 
Cherwell." 

Garages joining the initiative will 
offer to fit anti-theft numberplate 
screws as part of an MoT. The tamper¬ 
proof screws are also available free 
from police stations in Bicester, 
Banbury and Kidlington. 

Insp Clayton said: "Most of the 
rogue number plates are stolen 
overnight from parked vehicles. 
Because they are so readily available, 


that's why we want to educate people 
to treat them as they do their private 
data. 

"We think the free anti-theft screws 
will make it much harder for criminals 
to steal number plates." 

Antelope Nissan, of Swan Close 
Road, Banbury, is one of the garages 
taking part in the initiative. 

Manager Andy Huckfield said: "It 
will benefit us because it means we 
can keep in contact with other firms. 

If we have got a problem, or they 
have, we can let each other know 
about it quickly." 

Across Oxfordshire there have been 


31 7 number plates thefts between 
April 2011 and February 2012. 

Co-ordinator June Lynes said the 
cost of petrol thefts to garages was 
about £22m a year, and the cost to 
police - because of more 
investigations - was also spiralling. 

She said: "Police can spend 
valuable time eliminating innocent 
number-plate owners from their 
enquiries, and legitimate owners can 
often find it difficult to prove they 
weren't the ones committing speeding 
or parking offences."

parts of the rest of the country, is 
in drought after two extremely 
dry winters - but last month was 
one of the wettest on record. 

And last week a number of rivers 
in the county continued to be on 
flood alert. 

Mr Marsh said: "The last two 
winters have been notably dry, 
but a third winter, when rainfall 
is below average, is very unlikely 
indeed. I don't think we should 
expect standpipes. 

"Historically, there have been 
few examples of three dry 
winters in a row and you have to 
go back to the 1890s and the 
early years of the 20th century 
for the last cluster of dry winters. 

"The recent rainfall has been 
useful for the farming 


community and groundwater 
levels are beginning to rise." 

Mrs Spelman said: "It's far too 
early to tell yet whether we are 
going to have the wet winter we 
do need. 

"It''s most unlikely we would 
have standpipes this year — but 
if we have another dry winter 
that becomes more likely." 

Thames Water has warned its 
8.8 million customers the 
present hosepipe ban will 
remain in place, despite the 
deluge in April. 

The UK's biggest water 
company said recent wet 
weather had not made up for a 
shortfall caused by below- 
average rainfall in 20 of the 
previous 25 months.

Boom time for 
county Scouts

IT'S a red letter day for 
manufacturers of woggles. 
Figures show that Scouting 
in the county is booming, 
with numbers on the up for 
seven years running. 

More than 300 new Scouts 
have joined the Oxfordshire 
movement over the past 12 
months. 

Paul Thompson, a district 
commissioner, has been 
involved in the Scouting 
movement since the age of six 
and is not surprised by its 
popularity. 

He said: "My parents made 
me go along, but I got so 
much out of it because I was 
quite a shy boy. 

"Now I have got friends all 
Paul Thompson over the world that I have 


made through Scouting. 

"What's so good about 
Scouting is that it takes people 
out of their comfort zones and 
it is great fun. 

"We have got a waiting list 
in Oxfordshire of up to 100 
young people and we need 
more adult volunteers." 

There are now 7,218 Scouts 
in Oxfordshire. The national 
figure is 525,327. In January, 
2001, there were only 5,980 
Scouts in the county. 

More of the county's 
teenagers are also getting 
involved, with a 12 per cent 
increase in the number of 
Explorer Scouts, who are aged 
between 14 and 18. 

Fifteen-year-old Beth 
Bowler said: "Scouting gives 
people a chance to see things 
in a different way. 

"I went to the Jamboree last 
year and it was a life-changing 


experience. I see things in a 
different perspective now. 

"It's definitely a good thing 
that more people are joining." 

The Scout Association has 
put this rise down to the 
"enormous range of 
adventures for young people" 
it provides, as well as the fact 
that it offers an environment 
for young people to achieve 
their full potential. 

Worldwide, Scouting has 
around 28m members and the 
movement, which was started 
in 1907, operates in nearly 
every country on the planet. 

As well as badges for 
lighting fires and tying knots, 
Scouts can be rewarded for 
their skills in astronomy, 
aviation and circus skills. 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls 
said: "It is so great to see 
Scout numbers rising in 
Oxfordshire and a big reason

EMOTIONS ran high as 
hundreds of protestors 
staged blockades, marches 
and set up a permanent 
peace camp in Oxfordshire 
to oppose the real 
possibility of nuclear war. 
That was 1982, during the 
Cold War. 

On Monday, some of the 
original campaigners returned 
to the former US Air Force Base 
at Upper Heyford, which is now 
about to be redeveloped for 
housing. 

Nigel Anstee-Algar, 64, lived 
on the camp between 1983 and 
1985 and was arrested, bound 
over to keep the peace and 
fined after gripping the link 
fence during a protest. 

He said: "The summers were 
lovely, idyllic and warm, but 
winters were miserable, cold 
and damp. 

"I believe we did make a 


difference." Exactly three 
decades ago, the Campaign for 
Nuclear Disarmament, set up its 
camp in Portway bridleway, just 
metres away from where 
thundering FI -11 jets took-off. 

The protestors were banned 
from local pubs, had their camp 
removed by police and took 
part in marches from Oxford 
city to the base. 

The biggest demonstration 
was a blockade around the base 
just before the General Election 
in 1983, which involved around 
4,000 people and led to 752 
arrests. 

But this week the former 
activists were allowed behind 
the security fences of the former 
base, and into the Barley Mow 
Pub, in Somerton Road, Upper 
Heyford - where they were 
previously banned. 

Adrian Sinclair, 50, had just 
finished his studies in Oxford 
when he joined the protesters, 
and helped organise the 
blockade, travelling around the 
country to recruit people. 


The father of two, who now 
works for a community radio 
station in Leeds, said: "It was a 
romantic notion at times, being 
around a campfire, but just the 
other side of the fence there 
were the FI -11 s. 

"A lot of the people, both 
locally and over the other side 
of the fence, disagreed violently 
with what we were doing. So, it 


was quite emotional coming 
back. 

"Although we cut a few 
fences, I had never really been 
in the place, Now, being able to 
have a trip round the base, is 
quite bizarre." 

Mark Brett, 55, spent about 
four years living at the camp on 
and off. 

He said: "There was quite a 


lot of activity, arrests and prison 
sentences. I remember doing a 
week in Oxford prison. 

"They wanted to bind us to 
keep the peace, but we were 
being honest and said at the 
time that keeping the peace in 
the wider sense was what we 
were arrested for. 

"It was worth it, because it 
raised awareness." 

Brin Price, 52, also picked up 
a criminal record for his actions 
at the camp, although he never 
served time. 

He said: "We were 
committed to non-violent, direct 
action. We thought we could 
change the world. 

"I think change did happen, 
not perhaps the radical change 
we wanted, but there has been 
a certain amount of nuclear 
disarmament due to the 
pressure of the mass 
movement." 

The base was closed on 
January 1, 1994. The group 
maintained a presence at the 
base into the late 1980s.

"It's a bit scary I suppose and 
often not that much fun for the 
audience. But what is great doing it 
this way is there is this almost 
unconscious discovery of new 
things about yourself as a direct 
result of the audience." 

Simon, who was for three years 
the presenter of the BBC2 pop 
comedy show Never Mind the 
Buzzcocks, for which he won a 
BAFTA and a Royal Television 
Society Award for Best Comedy 
Entertainment Personality 
continues: "I really do love doing 
stand-up. It's the most amazing 
feeling when it's going well: you're 
free, you're flying. This 'thing' is 
happening beyond your control. 
Something is powering you, 
something that isn't you." 

But taking on a gruelling 29-date 
tour, he says "can be quite 
emotionally draining. And what

tends to happen, after about twenty 
dates, is that I have to remind 
myself just before I go on stage 
'Remember, you like this. This is 
exactly where you want to be. This 
is definitely fun'." 

Simon may be currently better 
known for his TV work, but he 
started on the stand-up circuit when 
he was only 14. At 1 7, he was the 
youngest ever finalist in the BBC 
New Comedy Award. And he's also 
wowed the big guns. 

The Guardian, for instance, 
declared that Simon's show was, 
"The real deal. Where philosophy 
collides with anxiety, where 
Heidegger meets Woody Allen". 

For its part, The Scotsman raved 
that he was, "One of the most 
elegant, articulate, sensitive and 
endearing proponents of 'Soul 
Comedy' 
that there is." 

So what can we expect from the 
tour, which will also feature special 
guest Daniel Simonsen? 

As always, the show will be an 
attempt by the intensely vulnerable 
and honest Simon to heal himself in 
public with Numb. 

"The theme seemed to be 
disconnection and detachment and 
the inability to feel things fully. It's 
about not being able to feel things 
in the moment and being incapable 
of expressing yourself emotionally 


and the fact that that leads to 
disconnectedness and depression. 
And it's very funny!' he adds with 
an embarrassed hoot of laughter. 

For all Simon's feelings of 
alienation, however, audiences 
really relate to his material. 

Does he feel brave exposing his 
feelings to this degree? 

"Not really," he replies. "I think 
it's actually also quite healing 
eventually. When you reveal 
something personal and perhaps 
shameful, people acknowledge that 
it's part of the human condition and 
they don't feel so alone. 

"Occasionally, I have tried to do 
stuff about other things," Simon 
insists, "but it doesn't really work 
for me. If it's not coming from 
'here's how I felt in this particular 
moment', then it doesn't resonate. 

"When I say I feel a certain way, 
no one can argue with that. It's an 
authentic response to the world." 

Simon would be the first to admit 
that he can dwell on the dark side, 
but he maintains that helps his 
comedy. 

"Without suffering, there would 
be no need for comedy. Misery on 
its own doesn't work. But misery 
combined with the perception that 
that misery is ridiculous is very 
funny, right?"

I imagine the sort of person who 
enjoys sudoku puzzles would just 
adore the Nissan Leaf. Sit behind 
the steering wheel and press the 
starter button and a dazzling array 
of blue displays glisten in front of 
you — most important of all is the 
range.
